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Patrick Wong was right where food- 
industry experts expected him to be: 
eating mac and cheese at a table in the 
perimeter of his neighborhood Whole 
Foods, surrounded by people doing the 
exact same thing. 


“If I had the time to actually cook, I’d just 
get groceries,” said Wong, 27, who lives in 
Streeterville. “It’s a combination of laziness 
and convenience.” 

In an effort to take a bigger bite of the food 
market and appeal to the massive Millennial 
demographic, grocery stores increasingly are 
adding restaurant-style options and spawn- 
ing a new hybrid: the “grocerant.” In recent 


years, consumers have shifted from eating out 
to eating at home—it used to be half and half, 
Lempert said, and now food at home accounts 
for 60 percent of meals—and drugstores, spe- 
cialty stores and convenience stores all have 
increased in popularity. 

“Supermarkets have lost market share, 
about 15 percent, to other retailers,” said Phil 
Lempert of supermarketguru.com. “The su- 
permarket [is] trying to recapture consumers 
by being all things food, looking holistically at 
food.” 

Lempert defines “grocerant” as a grocery 
store that offers groceries as well as prepared 
foods and “a sit-down dining experience” —a 
definition that fits several Chicago-area stores 
that have opened in recent years, such as 
Whole Foods, Mariano’s and Eataly. 

The supermarket subset has taken off in

recent years, according to Aimee Harvey, 
managing editor at food-industry consulting 
firm Technomic. Harvey specializes in “re- 
tail meal solutions,” or freshly prepared, un- 
packaged foods. In 2007, that was a $24.8 bil- 
lion market. In 2013, the market had grown to 
$34.6 billion—and supermarkets accounted for 
$19.5 billion of that. 

That’s because “grocerants” can offer both 
convenience and quality, Harvey said. 

“Tt’s about convenience, it’s also about a 
consumer that wants value,” she said. “We’re 
becoming more of a population of foodies, 
people who are more informed about food.” 

And one age group in particular is driving 
grocerant growth: Millennials. 

“This is a customer base that’s pretty much 
grown up with things at their fingertips,” Har- 
vey said. “They want what they want when 
they want it. Supermarkets that provide a wide 
range of dining venues provide that for them.” 

And there’s a reason that food has become 
such a Millennial focus, Lempert said. 

“{Millennials} are very passionate about 
food, and because of poor-paying jobs and liv- 
ing at home and so on, they were able to gravi- 


tate towards food as an affordable, fun way to 
develop community,” he said. 

Take Eataly, for example: Shoppers can grab- 
and-go a cheaper sandwich or sit down for a 
pricier meal at one of the grocery’s in-house 
restaurants. And Lempert mentioned the oys- 
ter bars at Mariano’s stores as places young 
people can congregate around food. 

“The oyster bar has been a huge draw for 
Friday and Saturday night,” he said. “You look 
at the kind of identity a supermarket can get, 
it really positions them in front of other food 
stores in a very meaningful way.” 

So what’s next for “grocerants”? Expect 
smaller grocery stores with a stronger focus 
on fresh foods, Lempert said. He and Harvey 
both said the perimeter of the stores, where 
fresher foods, hot bars and sit-down restau- 
rants generally are located, will be expanding 
at the expense of the center aisles, which tradi- 
tionally stock packaged foods and ingredients. 

“Of course the customer is always going to 
need certain center-aisle things,” said Harvey. 
“But as these grocerants really make their 
mark, it’s all about the perimeter of the store.”

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Bigger cuts for CTA?

From a potentially worse financial situation at 
the CTA to station renovation, here are three 
takeaways from Wednesday’s monthly meet- 
ing of the Chicago Transit Authority board. 


Proposed cuts to CTA funding 
may be worse than feared 
The CTA may be facing more of a loss in state 
funding than previously thought, but CTA 
President Forrest Claypool stopped short of 
saying he would enact fare hikes or service cuts. 
The CTA is recalculating how much state 
funding it could lose under the proposed 
budget Gov. Rauner introduced earlier this 
year, Claypool said. The CTA initially pegged 
the figure at $105 million, but Claypool said 
Wednesday that figure may be higher. 


North Side Blue Line station work 


The board approved a $25.6 million contract 
to renovate five North Side Blue Line stations 
as part of the four-year, $492 million project. 
FH. Paschen, S.N. Nielsen, a Chicago con- 
struction company that is building the new 


$75 million Washington/Wabash station in 
the Loop, was awarded the contract. 

Construction is expected to begin this fall 
at the Addison stop in Irving Park, which 
will see the most change of the five Blue Line 
stops, CTA spokeswoman Tammy Chase said. 
Most station work will be done by fall 2016, 
she said. 


New faces coming to the board 
Wednesday marked the end of longtime tran- 
sit advocate Jacky Grimshaw’s five-year ten- 
ure on the seven-member CTA board. 

Grimshaw likely will be replaced with Ara- 
bel Alva Rosales, CEO of technology firm A. 
Alva Rosales & Associates and former Illinois 
Human Rights commissioner. 

Retired Chicago police sergeant Robert 
Lewis also is being replaced. 

Andre Youngblood, the commercial insur- 
ance director at Allianz Insurance, has been 
nominated to take Lewis’ spot. 

Rauner’s office announced the new ap- 
pointments Friday.

Murder suspect: boyfriend killed mother 


Ferguson police chief resigns 
Ferguson, Mo., police Chief Thomas 
Jackson resigned Wednesday in the wake 
of a scathing Justice Department report 
prompted by the fatal shooting of an un- 
armed black 18-year-old man by a white 
police officer. Lt. Col. Al Eickhoff will be- 
come acting chief March 19 while the city 
searches for a replacement. 


Helicopter crashes near Fla. 
Two helicopters flew in the nighttime 
training mission that cost the lives of 
seven Marines and four soldiers, but one 
turned back in the dense fog, military of- 
ficials said Wednesday. The other crashed 
in a narrow Florida waterway, and all 11 on 
board were presumed killed. Military of- 
ficials haven't said what caused the crash 
of the UH-60 Black Hawk. 


Heather Mack, 19, a Chicago woman charged with premeditated 
murder in the death of her mother on Indonesia’s Bali island, told 
a court Wednesday that her boyfriend, Tommy Schaefer, 21, of 
Oak Park, killed her mother in anger after she threatened to kill 
their unborn baby. Mack and Schaefer are charged with murder- 
ing Sheila von Wiese-Mack in August at the St. Regis hotel on Bali 
and face possible death by firing squad if found guilty. 


Powdered alcohol gets 
federal agency’s approval 
Palcohol, a powdered alcohol intended 

to be mixed up into drinks, has gained 
approval from a federal agency. On 
Wednesday, Alcohol and Tobacco Tax and 
Trade Bureau spokesman Tom Hogue 
told The Associated Press four varieties of 
Palcohol were approved. 


Manhunt continues after 
gunmen stage jewel heist 
About 15 gunmen ambushed two vans 
carrying jewels worth millions on a French 
highway in the dead of night, ejecting their 
drivers and speeding off into the Burgundy 
countryside, police said. It was the latest 

of several big jewelry heists in France. The 
assailants and the jewels remained missing 
Wednesday evening.

It’s rare to see success stories emerge from 
these singing competitions.
